The ncxt day being Sanday, the Engliſh Mer- 
chants being all this while aboard their ſayd 
Sirps, the Vice Roy of 6Gos his ſonne, with 
Cap:aine Meere, and about one hundred and fifty 
Souldtcrs with colors flying came the ſecond 
time 07 ſhore, approaching ſomewaar nearerto 
our Ten:s than b<toce: & in ſuc braving manner, 
that ſoone inticed the Englithto ſend an anſwe- 
rable ſtrength of their boldeſt Muſyquetiers, com- 
minded by C.prtaine Aorron, Captaine Wills, 
Capraine Greene, and Captains Morrs, (Com- 
manders of the Engliſh ſhippes ) rhemſelves in 
perſon, whoin very g90d order, aad with Cou- 
lors alſo diſplayed, marched up rowards the E- 
nimy, and having divided themlclves 1ato three 
ſquadrons, appointed onely one to ap_ in 
ſight of the Emimy rowamds the Waters (te, an4 
the other two, ro wheels about behind the ſayd 
Hils , that ſo inviting their ſtzy, tro encoumer 
with the leſſer number,they mighr{when drawae 
wichin the diftince of Musker-ſhot ) rejoyne 
*heir full Rcength againe,as they did, when as the

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Portugals no lefſe cautclouſly bad opened and 
ſ peep themſelves in good order, the full length 
of allthelc Frigots, as they purp2/ely had con- 
trived themſcives cloſer along the ſhoare, as 
well for the ſafety of theix owne people, as ro 
tcrtifie the Englih trom drawing any further 
for ercad of tae great Ordnance, which with 
ticir harquebuſſes acrock ( uſually mounted 
* on their Frigots tides) was the refuge (it lee- 
rcth) they mainly depended on. But ſuch was 
theundanredneſſe of the Englilh, being ſtirred up 
12a high meaſure of fury by the howe!y vex- 
a:i0n ar.d braving of the Encmy , as being now 
come within thor, with a genevall reſolution, re- 
toycing 27 the occaſien, aftera ihot or two re- 
ceived fiift from the Portugals, put on 1n che ve- 
ry-faceor mouth of all their Frigors: And per. 
Celving taat bur three of tem could uicthe ad- 
vantage of their Prowes zgainft them, and that 
ſome of the rcſt were brought a ground, and 
. ſo could not v{crheir great Ordnance, bur had
